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Loyola stages sit-in 

About 300 students began a sit-iii yesterday afternoon in the administration building of Loyola 
College to protest the decision of thé Board of Trustees in closing the case of Physics Professor Srin- 

vasa Santhanam. 

The announcement of the decision came at a press ct)nference yesterday during which Loyola 
President Father Patriclc G. Malone said "The college, through its chief executive officer, declares that 
the Santhanam case is officially closed. No type of contract is to be offered nor will further study or ar- 
bitration be authorized."

"I am fully avrare that Dr. San- 
thanam has asked, in very gener- 
al terms, for justice," he contin- 
ued. "I am confident that he has 
received justice and even gener- 
ous treatment at Loyola." 

"If he still disagrees with this 
conclusion," he added, "then I 
suggest that he talce his request 
for justice to the courts, which 
our democratic experience has 
shown us to be the most objective 
tribunals in the land." 

A general meeting of students 
was held after the press confer- 
ence, and by a vote of 258 to 220 
it was decided that a sit-in would 
be held. 

"The students completely filled 
the' lobby and first floor of the 
building and succeeded in block- 
ing off the entrance to Father Ma- 
lone's office. For two hours they 
sang, sat, smoked, and seethed 
until Father Malone agreed to 
meet with some students. 



Five students went into his of- 
fice at 4 pm. They decided to 
suspend the sit-in and to meet 
again today. Two of the students 
identified were Peter Lunnigan. 
Arts Student Association Presi- 
'dent, and Jean Paul RobltalUe. 
head of Student Concern. •

Nov. 12 will see the McGill 
Students' Council back to normal 
again as seats left vacant by the 
resignations of Marg Verrall 
(Education), John Whitelaw (Mu- 
sic)^, and Ken Gowes (Engineer- 
ing) will once more be filled. 

The three councillors resigned 
on Oct. 24 because of dissatisfac- 
tion with the rate of progress of 
the present councO, especially in 
the field of government restruc- 
turing at McGill. 

However, only one of the three 
seats will be contested on' Nov. 
12. 

The faculties of Music and Ed- 
ucation have already elected San- 
dra Burridgc and Barbara Joyce 
respectively by acclamation. 



In contrast, a contest is shap- 
ing up in the Faculty of Engineer- 
ing, where David T. F- Fung and 
Henry A. Roy, president, of the 
Engineering : Uridergradiiates' 
Society, are vying for tbeieat. . 

Mr. Fung stressed thé need for 
decentralization in the present 
Students' Society. "Each Society 
will have to be responsible for 
its own dues and budget," he said. 
'"The Societies should be able to 
take part in those projects they're 
biterested in, and refram from 
those in which they are hot." 

Mr. Fung did not favour any 
move as drastic as withdrawal 
from the Students' Society. 

He attacked the present coun- 
cil, . claiming, "Everything in 
Council is now being bogged down.

'Tm an engineer," he elabo- 
rated.

Fung refused to issue a definite 
platform' saying that, since his 
tenure would be only about six 
weeks, there would not be enough 
time to cany out a complete pro- 
gram.

- The McGiU Moratorium Com- 
mittee is considering pbns to 
simulate a Vietnam-style forced 
evacuation, of "pacification", of 
a village in the vicinity of 
Montreal 

' At its general weekly meeting 
this afternoon in U-111, the com- 
mittee will dedde whether the 
proposed undertaking will effect- 
ively dramatize the nature of the 
American "pacification program", 
whether it will succeed in drawing 
attention and support to the 
upcoming November 13-14 Vietnam 
Moratorium activities, and whether 
it possibly entails unjustifiable 
risks. 

The simulated forced evacuation 
of a yet-to-bc-named Quebec 
village is outlined as follows: 

1. Advance cars enter /.the 
village to allow spokesmen to 
advise merchants and others near 
the main intersection that what 
is involved is theater, drama- 
tization, and that the town's people 
arc being invited solely to hear 
witness. , . 

2. Students dressed as Vieti^m- - 
esc. (black pajamas, broad- 
rimmed conic?! hats, etc.) enter 



the town and^slation themselves 
at the main intersection. 

3. A private airplane flies over 
the town, circles, and continually 
drops leafiets patterned after 
those that the U.S. Air Force un- 
loads before it destroys a village. 
The leafiets say: "Your village Is 
going to be padfied. This area has 
been declared a free-fire zone. 
The Viet Cong have been seen 
living here. You have 24 hours to 
get out before destruction. Go to 
the nearest government camp, 
where we will protect you." Also 
on thé leaflet is the explanation: 
"If you were now in Vietnam, this 
message would be for real". 

4. A car or jeep mounted with 
loudspeakers moves into the town, 
broadcasting war noises (guns, 
explosions, etc.). 

5. Two large open-back trucks 
approach the town from opposite

The Academic Policy Conunittce will consider on Thursday a recommendation by. Ext^^^Vice- 
President Martin Shapiro that a special sub-committee be set up to^ study the budgeting structure of 
the University. ' . . • 

Shapiro stated that "the present system^ of budgethig is'Ireezing efforts of educationid reform. There 
is not nearly enough flexibility in the procedurrâ which presently ièxist." ' 



He explained that, at present, 
McGill requires all new projects 
to submit a budget almost a year 
in advance. 

This causes grave difficulties, 
for example, in the Centre for 
Learning and Devdopment, which 

- has to determine in' November 
whether an experiment started two 
months earlier is to continue the 
following year. 
"Education will have to change 

,véiy rapidly if- we want -to cope 
with .the tremendous proliferation 

'of knowledge", Shapiro continu- 
ed. 

"For example, the course con- 
tent in Medicine doubles every 
eight yeais; therefore a profes- 
sor cannot be certain of what he 
will be teaching a year hence. 
^ "With people presshig for rapid 
evolution of education, with mod- 
ern advances in educational tech- 
nology, and with knowledge pro- 
liferating as it is, we must tiy to 
make the financial apparatus more 
flexible and amenable to changes 
in educational .procedures, course 
content, departmental structures, 
etc." 



Concerning the changes he' 
thought were necessaiy within the 
budgeting system, ' Shapht) 
said,'"! am not fiimly committed 
to any particular alternative to 
our present budgeting procedures, 
. as I do not taiow enough about the 
budgethig ^tem itself". 



"Perhaps a certain percentage 
of every budget should be allocat- 
ed to educational experiments, or 
else submission of parts of the 
budget could be delayed to later 
on ui the year. I don't know if 
this. is possible, •.;^because-nobody 
knows how efficient the Adminis- 
tration really is,'.' Shapfat) stated.

Drawing the line 



It is difficult to decide where to be- 
gin in analysing NUpn's speech last 
night, because ttie .miSalms can only 
be ;as^^ hackneyed as the five year old 
arguments which he invoked to defend 
his position. 

He started out with the Dean Rusk 
vera'ohvof Vietnamese history. Need- 
less to say, he didn't even mention the 
Geneva Accords. Or page 372 of Eisen- 
hower's "Mandate for Change", in 
which Eisenhower himself states that 
had the 1956 Vietnamese election been 
held (in fact the U.S. prevented it). 
Ho Chi Minh would have won eigh^ per 
cent of the voté. , 

Then he graduated to the 1%7 John- 
son 'Peace Offensive' line: in the in- 
terest of peace, secret negotiations aire 
necessary to eliminate the possibility of 
positions being taken for propaganda 
purposes. Then Nixon went ahead and 
read his secret letter to Ho before 220 
million people. 

He then waded through a sea of 
cliches before - arriving at the finale: 
the tyrahnyK)f-the-vocal-minority line. 
With typical Nixon sophistication, he 
didn't refer to the protestors as an 
'effete corps of intellectual snobs'. 
He respected, you see, the 'idealism' 
of the nation's youth. But he knew that 
his course, v^Ie not popular, was 
'righf. About' fourteen minutes later he 
was telling. us that the vocal minority 
which opposes the war would not over- 
ride the will of the majority (which 



must always prevail in our democratic 
system). Not only did he contradict 
himself, ;but he showed that<'he doesn't, 
read the New York Times, which, on 
October 11, reported the results of a 
Gallup poll on the Goddell proposal to 
withdraw all U.S. troops by the end of 
1970. Fifty-seven per cent supported the 
idea. If that doesn't constitute a major- 
ity, Mr. President, then what do you 
call the forty-three percent who voted 
for you in November? 

But behind all the cliches, waffle and 
distortions, the implication was clear. 
The President has- decided to take a 
hard line against all protest and to 
continue his present policy in Vietnam. 

But why the hard line? If we follow 
precedent and grant Nixon both polit- 
ical acumen and cynicism, he could 
only have been trying to build his South- 
em-middle American base. In the be- 
lief that these groups now constitute a 
majority, he appealed to those that still 
have a stake in the war, whether for (1) 
ideological reasons - the 'middle 
Americans' who believe that Nixon .will 
hold the dominoes together and prevent 
a Southeast Asian, Munich -. and for 
(2) ecohoniic reasons .-"the military- 
industrial complex which, thanks to 
Johnson, now finds its nexus in the 
South and Southwest. 

At the same time, however, I^ixon 
is alienating all the other sectors of 
U.S. society - the poor, the Blacks, the 
unions, (which he never had anyway) and 



now the suburban middle class and the 
eastern^ financial eistablishment. The 
Préaâent^iias^'bsén to draw a con- 
servative-liberal split right down the 
line and put his chips on thé con- 
servative side. 

. His speech last night was an attempt 
to consolidate the conservative camp 
and fortify it for the coming lib- 
eral assault. The fact that he made no 
attempt to appease the liberals by tok- 
en troop ^thdrawals indicates that he is 
prepared to meet the anti-war. forces 
head-on. 

The President has staked his polit- 
ical future on this strategy. And he 
can be beaten by a concerted, liberal, 
anti-war assault. The way Johnson was.

A Real CSIQ Solution 

Sir 

The article in Thuisday's Dai- 
ly by Uie Committee for a Social- 
ist Quebec is a masterpiece of 
poor reasoning. After pointing out 
tlie role of the English economic 
élite in the life of the province, 
Uiis fact is neglected and Uie cul- 
tural and linguistic pU^t of the 
French people of Qudbec is dis- ; 
cussed as if in a vacuum. The 
fact that the economic élite con- 
tinues to be English-speaicing is 
the prime reason ytby Eïiglish 
Qudiecers earn more than lbeir 
FIrench counterparts. The Site 
chooses for advancement those 
that are most like thenûdves, 
Uiat b, Wasp promotes Wasp. It 
is the language and nature of 
those in the power structure that 
perpetuates Uiis system, not the 
f act of wheUier Uiey are of EïigUsh 
or FIrench ori^. 

For genuine social change, it 
is the power and infltlence of this 
élite which has to be abolished, 
not the social system which only 
exists because there arc E^nglish- 
speaking people hi Quebec. What 
is necessary b a genuine social 
revolution which brings exbtuig 
industries under state control or 
develops new state concerns. 
Here, Uie language spoken will 
necessarily be Frencli because. 



as a state concern, would be 
direcUy under government con- 
trol and because the majority of 
Quebecers are French. 

It seems especially ludicrous 
for those labelling themselves 
Socialists to be allying them- 
sdves with such groups as the 
Jean-BapUste' Society or the LIS 
bi oi^hig an education bill when 
they would stand far apart on 
social issues. Such right-wing 
groups are interested only in 
imposing French on the whole 
province and are in no way inter- 
ested bi a struggle for national 
liberatibn from foreign capital. 
Such authbritarianbm, in any 
mind, does not Jhre with the lib-' 
eraUon that sociaUsm claims to 
strive for. 

For those nationalists who do 
not wbh to bnpose FIrench on 
En^isb^peakmg Quebecers but 
who (^ipose Bill 63 because they 
wish to force it on immigrants, 
the posiUon's especially ludicrous. 
, While protesthig agahtst the fact 
that the French are forced to 
speak English in the business 
worid, they wish to force immi- 
grants to' leam thb supposedly 
useless - language. Thb,' without - 
canyhig tlvough the necessary 
social revolution which would 
eventually make French the stale 
language. Leaving immigrants in 
such a situation bankrupts any 
right-wing solution to the problem 
of Ftench survival hi Quebec. 

In conclusion, I would suggest 
that the CSIQ be more particular 
in choosing their French-speaking 



allies and theh- issues. One can- 
not assume that all nationalbt 
movements have ends in ndnd 
wfakh would be acceptable to so- 
cialbts. In fact, Englbh-spcaMng 
Socialists might be of more ser- 
vke to their French-speaking 
allies by pointing out more^em- 
phatkally the real enemy - Uie 
Eïiglbh economk élite, tied to the 
American corporate structure. 
The aboliUon of the power of Uie 
élite would do much more to 
pressure French in Quebec than 
folehig the closing of the English- 
language schoob.

US refugee 

Shr, 

I notice that a student has taken 
exception to the presence in the 
Student Building of a person he 
describes as a "bum". The per- 
son he so describes is an Am- 
erican. His exact status is not 
certain but Us problems are very 
clear. He is not permitted to woric 
in Canada'and'has no ofFidal sta- 
tus in this country. Attempts by 
bun to deal direcUy with Canadian 
authorities would almost certain- 
ly result in deportation. 

While '«e are proceeding with 
•our efforts to enable him to ob- 
tain ofndal status in tlds coun- 
try, he may not support himself 
but must depend on the charity and 
tolerance of others. Most of us 
bound, iqi in our own concerns 
are unwilling to extend our help 
and sympaUiy. Even "organized 
charity" (with whom we have 



been in contact) has been unable 
to handle what is admittedly à dif- 
ncultase. jsfl^r 

In these drciunstances Uie 
"bum" b compelled to find shel- 
ter where he can and live on a 
day to day basb. He has found 
among some studenb a concern 
and conqntdon that have enabled 
him to sundve ànœ hb arrival 
in thb country and will hopefully 
enable bun to obtain full rights as 
a resident of Canada. 

We do not desire that any stu- 
dent should be inconvenienced in 
the Student Building - the edifice 
is inadequate enough as it b. We 
suggest however' Uiat the over- 
wrought adolescent who complain- 
ed of the presence of a bum might 
find himself considerably less in- 
conveniened if he opened hb heart 
to the existence and problems of 
others.
